1. During the month of October the BOFUMD Agent operations were 
active and successful* with 1? team mashers operating inside Albania* 
The volume of intelligence being received through i/T contact with the 
teams and through the network established by one team has increased 
and is a valuable source of material for use in cur P/i activities* 

In addition, the h/t contact enables ua to verify rumors through the 
teams* 


2, Although so real progress was made in cur efforts to reach 
agreement with members of the ffCRA on broadening the Comsdttee, it is 
believed that the fact that the sore intrenaigent aaabors of the BK 
show signs of al am over the trend of the negotiations la a hopeful 
indication of future success* 

3* It was hoped that interrogation of the defector from the 
toague of Albanian Refugees in Prizren would provide us with valuable 
information regarding Tagosl&v plains for the use of this group. 
Receipt of such information would have been ef great assistance in 
evaluating the many rumors relating to Jugoslav intentions toward 
Albania, a question Uhleh is assuming ever greater importance in any 
pluming for Albanian operations . Unfortunately, it appears that the 
defector knows nothing factual about Yugoslav plans* Re la, however, 
in possession of a great deal of other valuable information and he 
will be thoroughly interrogated*

f * Discussions on the reorganisation and broadening of the MBPA continued 
In Rome during October, although no agreement was reached. After a period during 
which it appeared that the British were tacitly encouraging the left-wing of the 
Ball! Kceabetar to resist the broadening, the British now sea® to be actively 
our position* Our representative will continue discussions with the British and 
members of the HCFA. In the meant!®© we are awaiting a promised statement from the 
British on their future plans for operations against Albania, and are examining the 
, history of the V&Ui&B&M/TrMB relationship to determine what unilateral action is 
permitted each under satiating agreements* 

A preliminary interrogation in Munich of Hr. Jo van Maasa indicated that 
he was sincere in his claim that he had defected from the league of Albanian Refugees 
in Priyren, Jugoslavia, and escaped to Austria* Our Some representative, accompanied 
by a meafcerdf the SOFA, 'meat- to Austria to iisfceawegaie Meat on 28-29 October in 
the hope that he could provide information on Jugoslav intentions toward Albania as 
he claims to have been the right-hand man of Mr. Dunham tfugosha, one of the Jugoslav 
leaders of the Yugoslav-sponsored Frisren League* the results of this interrogation 
showed that, although Items has no factual information concerning Jugoslav plane for 
Albania ha does possess a great deal of valuable information on the attitude of the 
Yugoslavs who are directing the League, the attitude of the Albanian exiles toward 
Yugoslavia and lie aims Mid toward the KCFA , and on the increased difficulties the 
Yugoslavs are having in controlling the exile group* It is planned to take Msm. to 
Athens, where he will bo further interrogated* 
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Dm Into September an Albanian in Rama, Mr, Mentor Coku, approached 
the Aiaaricane with a proposal that we provide a w/f agent and guarantee the safety 
of three persons new in the Albanian Government following the map de'etat which 
they will undertake. In an attempt to obtain tho names of the three Individuals 
who are said to be in a position to overthrow the Kasha regime and detamlne the 
stabilities of the group, m have authorised Resae to agree to Coku's proposal and 
see what develops.

In response to our revest that our teams operating in Albania report 
on manors of revolt in Northern Albania, both tho Apple and fhrottler Teams advised 
that their contact* informed th*sa that a state of armed revolt does not exist* 
However, the number of reports of disaffection in the country are evidence of 
increasing unrest* 

A British tom reported that around Beshkopi, Barrel, Tirana* Kruja 
and Uartanaeh most of the people are against the Oomcaunists because of the difficult 
economic situation* 

In spit© of the lack of confirmation of organised revolt a nervousness 
and apprehend venesa is reflected in the speeches of even top-rm^dng Caaaunists in 
their currently favorite subjects* "Foreign spies, traitors, infiltrators, organised 
by the Yugoslav, British, Greek end American imperialist forces to divide Albania," 
Specific references are made to the traitorous Priaren league and HCFA in the Party 
newspaper, this line of counterattack la strengthened by the Greek concern, for 
example, over Yugoslav intentions toward Albania in the light of recent British 
exchange* with Yugoslavia and Yugoslavia's attempt® to cast suspicions on the 
intentions of Graeco, as reported by intelligence sources In Athena, the state of 
unrest in reflected In increased restrictions on military leave end introduction of 
censorship of correspondence of tho soldiers*
